to go by coach, though the railroad 
continued to demonstrate that its service 
was the faster. 

The use of the railroads to carry mails 
and the gradual perfection of our pres- 
ent Railway Post Office was a slow one. 
It was probable that the Post Office 
Dept. was forced to place postal agents 
on trains to expedite handling of mails 
because private express carriers almost 
consistently carried letters between the 
larger eastern cities much quicker than 
the post office did. The delay to the 
government mails was due to mails hav- 
ing to be taken to post offices upon ar- 
rival for sorting. Also due to dilatory 
operation of post offices, mails closed 
much sooner before train time than the 
express companies found necessary. 

On July 7, 1838, Congress passed the 
act which declared “Each and every rail- 
road . . . which now is or hereafter may 
be made and completed, shall be a post 
route; and the Postmaster General shall 
cause the mail to be transported there- 
on... not paying... more than twenty- 
five percentum over and above what 
similar transportation would cost in post 
coaches.” 

There is a report that a route agent 
was appointed in 1837, but for what 
route is obscure. The earliest recorded 
route agent postmark known to exist is 
one of the Mohawk & Hudson R.R., 
dated May 5, 1838. The second earliest 
is reported by Delf Norona in his Cyclo- 
pedia of Postmarks and Postal History 
and is of the “BALTIMORE RAIL- 
ROAD” with date of Sept. 20, 1838. It is 
still a mystery to philately by whom 
these early railroad cancellations were 
applied. It is known that some agents 
used markings, but there is also indica- 
tion cancellations were applied after mail 
left the train or before it was placed on 
board. The possibilities are strongly 
indicated that these were mostly applied 
by the postal agent on board the train in 
the mail car, as is borne out by the fol- 
lowing from the May 19, 1838, issue of 
the Niles Register and quoted by Wm. 
Koelln from Alvin F. Harlan’s book Old 
Post Bags: 

“Mail cars constructed under the di- 
rection of the post office department are 
now running between Washington and 
Philadelphia. They contain two com- 
partments; one appropriated to the use 
of the great mails and the other to the 
way mails; and a post office agent. The 
latter apartment is fitted up with boxes, 
labelled with the names of all the small 
offices on or near the railroad line. It 
has also a letter box in front, into which 
letters may be put up the moment of 
starting the cars, and anywhere on the 
road. 

“The agent of the post office depart- 
ment attends the mail from the post of- 
fices at the ends of the route and see it 
safely deposited in his car. As soon as 
the cars start, he opens the letter box 
and takes out all the letters, marking 
them so as to designate the place where 
they are put in. He then opens the way 
mail bag and distributes its contents into 
the several boxes. As the cars approach 
a post office, the agent takes out the 
contents of the proper box and puts 
them into a pouch. The engineer slack-

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First Pick Up Air Mail Flights | 
in May 


Supplementing the information printed 
last week on the two new experimental 
air mail routes which will deliver and 
pick up mail while planes are in flight, 
comes word that the first group of cities 
will be embraced for service in May. On 
May 12, Route 1002 will be inaugurated, 
the plane leaving Pittsburgh at 9:40 
A. M. and servicing Latrobe, Pa.; Mor- 
gantown and Clarksburg, W. Va.; Mari- 
etta, Ohio; Nitro, Dunbar and Charles- 
ton, W. Va. (all three apparently from 
same field); Spencer and Weston, W. 
Va.; returning via Clarksburg, Morgan- 
town and Latrobe to Pittsburgh, arriving 
there at 6 p. m. 

On Sunday, May 14, the first flight 
will be made on route A. M. 1001, the 
plane leaving Philadelphia westbound at 
9 A. M., servicing the Pennsylvania cities 
of Coatesville, Gettysburg, Clearfield, Du 
Bois, Warren, Corry and Grove City, ar- 
riving at 6 P. M. at Pittsburgh. An- 
other plane on the same day is sched- 
uled to make an eastbound trip with the 
same cities to be serviced. 

It is planned to have all cities in the 
original list added to the routes by July 
2, it being expected that a few cities will 
be added each Sunday until all are on 
the routes. After July 2, flights will not 
be made on Sundays or holidays. Col- 
lectors wishing to have covers on direc- 
tional flights, i. e. from each city to each 
other city, should study the schedule 
available in the April 5 Postal Bulletin at 
their local post office. Every office on 
the routes will use a cachet for the first 
flight from that office. 

A supplemental schedule was issued 
after the above which stated that the 
flight of Sunday, June 4, on route A. M. 
1001 would be between Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh but would service an entirely 
different group of cities from those 
tapped on May 14. Then on the flights 
commencing June 5, this group as well 
as the May 14 group will both be serv- 
iced on the same flights. The cities to be 
added as above are Wilmington, Del., and 
these Pennsylvania cities: York, Mt. 
Union, Tyrone, Kane, Oil City, and 
Franklin, the plane making a landing 
at Du Bois, between Tyrone and Kane 
pick-ups. 

Another group of cities will be added 
to the schedule of route A. M. 1002 on 
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on this route will service. only the points | 
to be added, the cities being Mt. Pleasant | 
and Connellsville, Pa., Parkersburg and 
Point Pleasant, W. Va., Gallipolis, Ohio, 
and Huntington, Hurricane and Milton

The Arkansas 
stamp had until the New York Fair issue, 
been the record number of first days, 
though the stamp sales were not unusual.

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Canadian Royal Visit Issue 





The Canadian postal service has an- 
nounced that on May 15, the day on 
which King George VI and Queen Eliz 
abeth are scheduled to arrive in Canada, 
the set commemorating the royal visit 
will be issued at post offices throughout 
Canada. Most Canadian collectors will 
be able to obtain the stamps on that 
date from their local office, but for the 
benefit of other collectors, particularly 
those residing in very small communities, 
specially selected stocks will be available 
at a number of offices where mail orders 
for first day covers will be accepted. 
These offices will be: Charlottetown, P. 
E. I.; Halifax, N. S.; Saint John and 
Moncton, N. B.; Quebec and Montreal, 
Quebec; Ottawa, Toronto, Hamilton, 
Kingston, London, Windsor, Fort Wil- 
liam, and Port Arthur, Ontario; Winni- 
peg, Man.; Regina, Moose Jaw and Sas- 
katoon, Sask.; Medicine Hat, Lethbridge, 
Calgary and Edmonton, Alberta; Van- 
couver and Victoria, B. C. Covers may 
be sent the postmasters of these cities 
and should be accompanied by remittance 
in money order or Postal Note (Canad- 
ian) for the face value of the stamps 
desired affixed. Care should be taken in 
addressing covers, particularly those for 
blocks, as the series will be double-size 
and the 2c is vertically arranged. 

Mint stamps can be purchased by mail 
only from the Philatelic Division, Finan- 
cial Branch, Ottawa, and not from any 
other post office by mail. 

The three stamps will be bicolors, hav- 
ing the central design of each in black 
and the frames in color. The lc green 
and black will portray Princesses Eliz- 
abeth and Margaret Rose; the 2c 
brown and black, the National War Me- 
morial at Ottawa; and the 3c red and 
black, portraits of the King and Queen. 
All will be double-size, the 1c and 3c 
horizontally arranged and the 2c verti- 
cally arranged.

CAUTION, GO SLOW 


Those are fa- 
miliar warning 
words on highway markers and can be 
applied as well to would-be profit makers 
in stamps. For many months now there 
has been much forced selling of recent 
U. S. issues. Thousands and thousands 
of a number of stamps have been sold 
by their owners because they had to 
have the money they had speculatively 
tied up in stacks of sheets of mint U. S. 
More of this material was dumped on 
the market than philatelic channels could 
absorb and consequently a large percent- 
age of it has been used for postage. But 
such holdings, vast as they are or were 
are not without limit and when that 
limit is reached those stamps will come 
to life and show the activity delayed by 
these unwise “investors.” And that is the 
time for collectors and dealers to watch 
their step. This stamp or that stamp will 
suddenly be boomed as being quite scarce 
as naturally in a sense it will be if every-

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STAMPS IN THE NEWS 
Spanish Civil War Ends 
At 2:20 P. M., March 29, 1939, the 
Spanish Civil War came to its official 
and actual end. Triumphantly the vic- 
torious insurgents broadcast this over 
their radio from Burgos, insurgent cap- 
ital. Insurgent forces had earlier that 
day occupied without resistance the cit- 
ies in the one-fourth of Spain still nom- 
inally under control of the army dic- 
tatorship which had governed since the 
flight of republican leaders. To phi- 
lately it meant the end of the long stream 
of stamps and near stamps, issued by 
both sides, too often with revenue the 





only incentive. The status of many issues 
will remain doubtful for months if not 
years as those who issued them are either 
dead or missing or afraid to admit their 
part in the postage stamp output. Many 
peculiar stamps have appeared since that 
day in July, 1936, when the rebels seized 
Morocco and began flying troops to the 
Spanish mainland. Rare are the first air- 
mails of the Canary Islands, for a supply 
to last only two weeks or so was printed 
as the rebels were confident the revolu- 
tion would not last longer than that. The 
republic established a philatelic agency 
and gave foreign orders preference over 
local orders, sometimes specifying only 
foreign money was acceptable. The first 


a ae 
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submarine mail stamps were issued at 
Barcelona and sacks of covers were car- 
ried to the besieged island of Minorca to 
prove there was such a mail service. 
Miniature sheets of all degrees of poor 
and fine printing, not to mention legality, 


appeared. Both sides had innumerable 
postal tax issues to raise funds for the 
wounded and orphans. The colonies 
were, fortunately for philately, ignored 
in the hurry to issue stamps. These tiny 
possessions being military posts, fell at 
once into rebel hands without a struggle. 

The end of the war makes one of the 
stamps commemorating the Sesquicen- 
tennial of the U. S. Constitution an or- 
phan, though the sesquicentennial ob- 
servance continues through this year. 
This is the 1 peseta stamp issued last 
June in regular and souvenir sheet form, 
depicting the Statue of Liberty and flags

Will Rogers First Day 


Special cancellations were supplied by 
the Nicaraguan postal service for the 
first day of issue of the set depicting 
Will Rogers which was issued to com- 
memorate the eighth anniversary of the 
earthquake of March 31, 1931. The 
stamps are among the finest printed 
Nicaraguan stamps of years, being pro- 
duced by the American Bank Note Com- 
pany. The special cancellation used on 
face of covers was very large, one impres- 
sion sufficient to cancel all five stamps, 
having in the “slogan” or “flag” portion 
the following Spanish inscription “Eighth 
Anniversary of Earthquake of Managua, 
March 31, 1939” and was applied in pur- 
ple. The Will Rogers set is for interior 
air mail postage only, so covers sent out- 
side Nicaragua had to bear additional 
postage. Various combinations have been 
seen, some covers being registered though 
they bore less postage than others com- 
ing through as ordinary air mail. We are 
indebted to Jacques Minkus of Gimbels 
Stamp Dept. and H. F. Cross of Man- 
agua for first day covers on special en- 
velopes.

ens the speed of the train and the agent 
hands the pouch to the postmaster or a 
carrier who stands beside the track to 
take it, receiving from him at the same 
time another pouch with the matter to 
be sent from that office... 

“Well executed, the plan must be al- 
most the perfection of mail arrange- 
ments. It is intended, when it can be 
conveniently done, to extend it through 
to New York.” 

The same book says: “Early in 1840 
a clerk was put on the train between 
Worcester and Norwich, Connecticut, to 
sort the mail passing between New York 
and Boston; and in June of that year 
two agents were ordered to accompany 
the mails between Boston and Spring- 
field. The duties of these agents were 
mostly local, but it appears that they 
must have done some sorting of the 
through mail... 

“The career of the sorting cars be- 
tween Philadelphia and Washington was 
interrupted within a year, when the rail- 
roads demanded three hundred dollars a 
mile for carrying the mail . .” 

Despite the early objections to the 
hauling of mails at low rates by the more 
prosperous railroads, federal supervision 
of these interstate carriers gradually 
forced them to the position of carrying 
the mails when requested to do so. By 
1847 when the first U. S. stamps ap- 
peared there were 47 route agents (some 
of whom were on steamboats), by 1849 
there were 61 and in 1850, an even 100 
were employed. By 1856, when com- 
pulsory prepayment of postage and very 
low rates increased the amount of the 
mails, there were over 300 agents. In 
1873 when the railway post office was an 
established service over most railroads 
there were 862 route agents. 

In the 1870’s and until 1882, the route 
agents were supplied with standardized 
cancellations which differed in general 
in appearance from those now in use 
in railway post offices only that instead 
of the letters “R. P. O.” they had 
the abbreviation “AGT.” No _ longer 
were the names of the railroad used as 
in the period up to the 60’s, but instead 
the inscription was the name of the 
route, formed of the terminal towns’ 
names with occasionally an intermediate 
town name to distinguish two different 
routes between the same two towns. 

On July 1, 1882, the Railway Mail 





Service was formally organized as we 
now know it, Route Agents became Rail- 
way Postal Clerks, and Routes became 
R. P. O.’s.. The old cancels continued 
in use for years, being replaced with no 
apparent hurry. Prior to that date, what 
are now known as Transfer Clerks were 
then known as Local Mail Agents and 
this is indicated by postmarks of the 
period such as “Dunkirk, N. Y., L. M. 
AGT.” 


Norman D. King, of Cheyenne, Wyo- 
ming, a Railway Postal Clerk for 20 
years, submits this list of RPOS on 
western streamline trains: 

Chicago & Council Bluffs 1 and 10—

Supplementing the above he states 
further: 

“Of the 12 trains listed above, 8 of 
them are in the Fourteenth Division 
of the Railway Mail Service, which 
evidently pioneered in RPO service on 
streamline trains. The 4 trains out 
of Chicago are under the Sixth Divi- 
sion, RMS (Illinois and Iowa), the 
others in the Fourteenth Division 
(Colorado, Nebraska and Wyoming). 
The first RPO service on any stream- 
line train was on the Council Bluffs 
& Kansas City RPO in 1936 and a 
special cachet was authorized by the 
railroad company. 

“There are many streamline trains 
in operation which carry mail, such as 
the ‘Rocket’ trains of the Rock Island 
line and the Zephyr trains of the Bur- 
lington (Chicago-Savanna-Minneapo- 
lis) and Burlington-Rock Island 
(Fort Worth-Houston) but the above 
list gives the only trains offering rail- 
way post office service on a daily 
schedule. The Streamline trains of 
the Union Pacific to the Pacific Coast, 
the “Daylight” of the Southern Pa- 
cific do not carry mail, because the 
Union Pacific Streamliners do not run 
daily, and the ‘Daylight’ offers no ad- 
vantage over the steam train.” 





The American Association of Railroads 
has issued a mimeographed list of all 
regularly-operated streamliners in Amer- 
ica. Anyone caring to check this to see 
if they have all the RPO’s on these 
trains (the list does not indicate which 
have them) may no doubt obtain a copy 
by writing to the Association at the 
Transportation Bldg., Washington, D. C.,
